OLD TECHNIQUE 

This technique was khown in Europe 
20,000 years ago; it was used by the 
Solutreans, a race of primitive people in 
western Europe. Instead of chipping a 
stone by means of a harder stone, they 
adopted pressure instead of percussion. 


For this purpose they took a piece 
of bome or even a piece of hard wood, 
about half an inch wide, that had been 
brought to an edge like a dull chisel. 
But this was not used as a chisel; it was 
pressed against the. stone and at the 
same time pushed downward. The size 
of the flake that is detached is propor- 
tioned to the pressure. exerted. It is 
surprising what delicate work-can be 
done rapidly by this Solutrean method,

He says, in a book pub 
lished in 1895, that while trying to make 
a harpoon blade out of t bone handle 
of a toothbrush, we used flint chips to

He never finished the harpoon, but 
used it at once as an arrow-flaker by 
tying it with a shoestring to a stick of 
wood and pressing it at the proper angle 
on the flint he wished to remove for the 
shaping of an arrowhead. 

In other words, he discovered that the 
bone flaked the flint instead of the re 
verse. My friend Theodore Hoover, the 
elder brother of the ex-President, ard 
formerly professor in Stanford Univer- 
sity,amused_himself 30 years ago..by 
making arrowheads and spear-points of 
stone by the aid of this technique.
